LONDON (P-O) — The intel- 
ligence work which led to Eich- 
mann’s capture lasted nearly 
eight months and was carried 
out in five stages, 

Tha first stage started, 
London Jewish Chronicle re.

newspaper Maariv published a! 
report from Germany that Eich- 
mann had been traced to Kuwait. 
Israeli agents immediately fol- 
lowed up the report but decided 
that it was without foundation.

The third stage led to his cap 
ture; Israeli agents discovered 
Eichmann living quietly as an 
Argentina business man. It was 
learned that during his wander 
ings Eichmann had been in the 
Middle East, but only briefly.

3 MONTHS AWAY 


JERUSALEM (P-O) — Bureau

Abraham Selinger who com- 
mands Bureau 06 said that Eich 
mann was the most “co-opera 
tive” suspect he had ever ques- 
tioned. Selinger heads of team 
of top-ranking police officers and 
crack lawyers who have been 
assigned to Bureau 06 which has 
set up headquarters in Haifa. 

It is generally assumed here 
that Eichmann will not come to 
trail for at least 10 weeks or 
three months, The charge-sheet 
will have to be ready within five 
weeks for detention orders may 
be prolonged for no more than 60 
days, after which the prisoner 
must either be formally charged 
or be released on bail — some- 
thing that is unthinkable in the 
Eichmann case.

Replying to Ben-Gurion, Gold 
mann said: 

“I am not in need of guidance 
from anyone, including the Prime 
Minister of Israel, in matters 
concerning the feelings of the 
Jewish people and the honor of 
the State of Israel.’ 

GOLDMANN sald that the pro 
posal “was my own private opin 
ion, and does not reflect the pol 
icies of either the World Zionist 
Organization or the World Jew 
Congress, of which I am 
president, for, anyway, neither 
was consulted on the Eichmann 
affair,” the Jerusalem Post re 
ported. 

“I spoke about the matter with 














the Minister of Justice and other 
members of the Cabinet I 
won’t say who. Some agreed, and 
others did not,” Dr. Goldmann 
claimed.

Rosen, denied that Dr. Goldmann

government daily paper, Davar, 
addressed to the Ahdut Ha’avoda 
leader, Yisrael Galili. The Prime 
Minister wrote: 

“In my opinion, the impor. 
tance of the capture of Adolf 
Eichmann and his trial in Israel 
lies not in the extraordinary re- 
source and skill of the staff of 
the Security Services , . . but 
in the privilege ... of having 
the entire story of the holocaust 
revealed in an Israel Court, so 
that the fact should be known 
and remembered by the youth 
in Israel . . . and so that world 
public opinion, too, should learn 
the truth.” 


ISRAEL Minister of Justice, 
Pinchas Rosen, started a _ full- 
scale row when he appealed to 
the press and the public to ob. 
serve all formalities required to 
assure that Eichmann would be 
tried without the verdict being 
assumed from the beginning. 

Rosen’s request provoked critics 
ism from many quarters, Critics 
of Rosen’s position maintained 
that the Eichmann case was not 
an ordinary criminal trial, where 
the defendant is presumed to be 
innocent until proven guilty.

and Co., of Boston, said: “I would 
hardly call our treatment pussy- 
footing .. . Go back through the 
whole era of history and pick 
out the instances of atrocities. 
Certainly texts have always 
played down such things.” 

A vice-president of Harcourt 
Brace said outright: “There is no 
need to revise. Within the con- 
text of world history, the Nazi 
period has been fully, adequately 
and soundly covered.”

Rare ‘Open-Heart’ Surgery 
Fails to Save Israeli Boy 


MINNEAPOLIS (P-O—A last. 
ditch rare “open heart” operation 
on Chaim Kalman Stern, 9, of 
Jerusalem at the University of 
Minnesota hospital failed to save 
the boy’s life. 

Israeli physicians deemed cor 
rectional surgery on the boy’s 
congenital heart defect too risky 
to be performed there. Chaim’s 
parents, Rabbi and Mrs. Abraham 
Stern sold their meager posses 
sions to obtain funds to make a 
tour of medical centers in search 
of help for the son. Rabbi Stern 
resigned his post as personal sec. 
retary to Rabbi Judah Maimon. 
Israel's former Minister of Reli- 
gions. 


LEADING medical institutions 
corroborated the “risk” diagnosis 
of the Israeli physicians, Always, 
the University of Minnesota, 
where Dr. C. W. Lillehei had pi 
oneered “open-heart” surgery, 
was cited as a likely source of 
hope. 

After 18 months, negotiations 
were completed for Chaim to be 
examined at the University of 
Minnesota, Lewis N. Ginsburg 
reported in the American Jewish 
World at Minneapolis. 

University physicians reiterated 
the “risk” aspect of the surgery 
but the Sterns consented to the 
operation. Chaim accepted the 
decision calmly. His great con- 


| cern’ was with the hospital menu 


which did not meet the require 
ments of kashrut, Local rabbis 
gave permission to eat the hospi 
tal food. 


ON THE evening prior to the 
surgery, Chaim chanted chapters 





of the Psalms and sought. to re. 
assure his parents and newly- 
made friends. During more than 
eight hours of surgery, doctors 
discovered an even more serious 
combination of defects than was 
anticipated. The conditiom was 
described as “one of the rarest 
cases encountered here, Gins 
burg reported in the Minneapolis 
paper. 

During the first day following 
surgery the youngster seemed to 
gain. He was aware of his sur. 
roundings speaking English to 
the nurses and Hebrew to his 
parents. “For 24 to 48 hours sub- 
sequent to surgery the heart ex. 
periences a trauma. Though 
young, Chaim’s heart was tired 
and didn’t have the reserve to 
battle through,” a physician said,

during his two weeks here, The 
barrier of strangeness disinte.

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WHERE CAN CHILDLESS JEWISH COUPLES TURN T00 
ADOPTION AGENCIES? 


AFTER BEING

“My husband and I are child 
jess. We want a baby more than 
anything else in the world.

Couples with this problem

agency services, either because 
of the long wait involved, the 90 
per cent rate of rejection among 
Jews, or some other reason 

PRIVATE adoption is widely 
practiced. Last year, in New York 
State, it was estimated that up 
to two-thirds of the youngsters 
adopted were privately placed. 

A couple wishing to adept pri- 
vately usually goes about it by 
consulting a reputable doctor ov 
lawyer, or a rabbi, sometimes on 
the recommendation of a family 
physician or attorney. Such per- 
sons are sometimes in a position 
“girl in trouble” who 
has a baby —- or soon will — that 
she wishes to give up

HOWEVER, many reputable 
aoctors and lawyers steer clear 
of private adoptions. Thcy feat 
the stigma of the so-called “black 
market.” This exists where mon 
ey is paid for a baby. It is. for 
bidden by law. 

Where no money is paid in ex 
change for the child, private pro 
curement is perfectly legal. Gen 
erally, the adoptive couple ar« 
legally allowed to pay the hos 
pital expenses of the mother. But 
sometimes, the line between ex 
penses and outright payment for 
the baby is a very thin one, Ati 
adoptive couple should use great 
care in such matters, and obtain 


competent and reputable legal 
service. 
Whether getting a child pri 


vately is as advisable as adopting 
one through an agency is a high 
ly controversial subject. 


THE CHILD Welfare League 
of America, a federation of child 
care agencies in 45 states, does 
not approve of private place 
ments. Its consultant on adop 
tion, Miss Helen Fardkin, says 
that in too many both the 
mother and child are not ade- 
quately protected. All too often, 
she adds, well-meaning but un 
trained private cannot 
handle the complexities of adop 


cases,

“Some private adoptions have 
worked out satisfactorily,” Miss 
Fradkin says. “But too few peo 
ple are familiar with the heart- 
break and sorrow that go with 
such placements.” 

Agency officials also tend to 
frown on. private placement 
Carl Schoenberg, assistant direc 
tor of Louis Wise Services, says 
that last year the agency was 
asked to take over the adoptions 
of 12 children whose private 
placement had failed to work out. 

“THEY FAILED either tecause 
the children had gross physical 
problems, or because of trouble 
in the marriages of the adoptive 
parents,” he says. “Trained agen 
cy personnel might well have 
spottel these beforehand, and 
thus averted trouble.” 

Proponents of private adoption 
are quick to point out that that 
failures do occur also in agency 
placements. Some deny that agen 
cy adoptions are any safer than 
private placements.

By that time, a judge may be 
reluctant to break the ties that 
have been formed between child 
and parents, despite their reli 
Zious difference. Or, if the na- 
tural parents can convince the 
judge that they have sound rea 
sons for desiring tneir child to 
be placed with a particular adop 
tive couple, he may grant the 
adoption across religious lines. 

Such actions are, however, 
much more the exception than 
the rule. 

Where a couple finds it im 
possible to adopt an American 
child, adoption of children from 
other nations can sometimes be 
arranged. 

This can sometimes be worked 
out though the agency in the 
comunity where the prospective 
adoptive couple lives. The agency 
can make arrangements through 


an organization called Interna 


tional Social Service, which kas 
handled more than 2,000 over- 
seas adoptions since 1954

John R. Scotford, famed churen 
building consultnat from Mt. Ver- 
non, N. Y., cites the five major 
pitfalls in his article that ap 
pearel in Church Management a 
year ago and was titled, “Mis. 
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takes Often Made With Building 
Propects.” 


Mistake No. 1 

Appointing a committee to 
“find out how much we can 
raise” as a preliminary to plan- 
ning sounds sensible, but it is 
often self-defeating. Theoretically 
it should be possible to talk with 
some of the more prosperous 
members of the congregation and 
get an idea of what they might 
give. Yet few people give just to 
get rid of their dollars They 
grow generous as something is 
offered them which they want. 
and their response will be in pre 
portion to their desires. They 
are not going to give just to be 
giving. As a result, when they 
are sounded out they will name 
a minimum rather than a maxi- 
mum sum. 


The easiest way to frighten 
most congregations is to wave 
the dollar sign at them; every- 
body goes on the defensive, The 
wise procedure is not to mention 
money, and to do your best to 
keep anybody else from mention. 
ing it, until you are prepared to 
present a well-thought-out pro. 
position in an appealing fashion. 


Mistake No. 2 
As soon as the word “building” 
is mentioned, some people want | 
to rush out and hire an architect, | 
even though they have only the} 
vaguest idea as to what they 
want. Most architects are willing 
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to be hired. But the bane of the 
architect’s life is the client who 
does not know what he wants. 
Architects waste a fabulous 
amount of time and quite a bit 
of money cultivating jobs that 
never come off, which is bad for 
everybody. 

Don’t bring in an architect un- 
til you have some idea what you 
want, and some likelihood of get- 
ting it. 

Mistake No. 3 

Sending out a questionnaire to 
find out “what the people want” 
sounds like a good idea, only it 
isn’t, 

In response to a questionnaire 
a lot of people will ask for “more 
room.” The church school teach- 
ers will put in for as many class- 
rooms as there are classes. The 
women will want a dining room 
adequate to feed the conference 
which comes around about once 


in 10 years. The young people 
will put in for recreational fa- 
cilities for themselves alone, 


while somebody will plug for a 
gymnasium to “keep the boys 
off the street.” None of this rep- 
resents responsible thought. It 
awakens false hopes and gets a 
church nowhere. 
Mistake No. 4 

We would not believe the fol 
lowing performance if we had 
not actually witnessed it. An in- 
telligent committee in a wealthy 
suburb began considering the pos 
sibility of building by going to 
the bank to see how much of a 
short-term loan they could get, 
and to an insurance company to 
find out how large a mortgage 
it would place on the property. 

This procedure looks _hard- 
boiled and psoperly cautious, but 
it is exceedingly shortsighted. No 
bank, insurance company, nor 
denominational moneylender is

lieves in protecting its pocket- 
books. Unless this has been fore 


stlled in some way, the senti-. 
mentalists and the economists 
usually have enough votes to

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Many Synagogue Board Members Make Themselves Scarce During Services 


By MYRON SCHOEN 

With the close of the congre- 
gational year in June, synagogue 
Jeaders pause to assess the past 
and think of the future, Amid 
the many experiences and reac- 
tions from visits to scores of 
synagogues and conferences froni 
cne end of the country to the 
other, one thing stands out—the 
manf rabbis who were troubled 
by the lack of committment 
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from their synagogue board 
members. 


“I GOT THEM to put in the 
constitution that a board mem. 
ber must attend at least one wor- 
ship service a month,” said one 
rabbi happily. “I’ve got a board 
of absentee managers,” said an- 
other rabbi sadly. “They attend 
meetings regularly and donate 
funds readily but they aren't 
really a part of the worship or 
study program of the syna- 
gogue.” 

Following brief summer vaca- 
tions, synagogue boards will once 
again be pondering problems. 
The newcomer and the veteran 
—how well are they prepared for 
their responsibilities? How much 
of a committment are they sup. 
posed to make to their faith and 
their synagogue? The Union of 
American Hebrew Congregations 
(Reform) discussed these ques- 
tions at a seminar for new board 
members at it New England 
Regional Conference in April, 
1959, and the following address 
proved most enlightening: 

The Challenge to the New 
Board Member, by Julian Feld- 
man, Exec. Dir., Washington, 
D.C., Hebrew Congregation 

“The more things change, the 
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more they stay the same.” This 
cogent French aphorism applies 
to many social institutions. And 
it applies to the institution of 
the synagogue — or at least to 
certain aspects of its historical 
development. 


During the Second Temple pe- 
riod we are told that it was the 
politically powerful elements in 
the community that were in con 
trol. They were challenged and 
harassed by the priestly group 
During the medieval period the 
wealthy shtadtlanim — the So- 
called court Jews — ran things 
pretty much to suit themselves. 
They found themselves continu- 
ally challenged by the scholarly 
element in the community. In 
this country a generation ago it 
was the stolid German-oriented 
group who controlled the Re. 
form Jewish synagogue, East 
European Jews were the chal- 
lengers. Today we are probably a 
little too close to the picture to 
see the historical parallels clear- 
ly. But it is fairly apparent that 
the pattern has been changing 
for some time. 


Often with the active blessing 
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and participation of the grand- 
sons of the old founding families 
the management of the syna.- 
gogue is being assumed by a 
more diverse group, drawn from 
every background whose unifying 
characteristic increasingly is that 
they are. religiously-committed 
observant Jews. This is not the 
universal pattern, to be sure, but 
it is becoming an increasingly 
prevalent one. 

THIS broadening of the base 
of temple management is very 
meaningful. For centuries — re- 
gardless of which community 
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group was in command — the 
power and control were concen- 
trated in a handful of people — 
Parnassim, Gabahs, a_ rabbinic 
group. This is no longer univer- 
sally — or even generally — true. 
The self-perpetuating leadership 
has given way to the interested, 
dedicated, volunteer.

Israel Has New 
Lethal Weapons 


JERUSALEM (P-0) — New 
wicked weapons have strength. 
ened Israel’s anti-tank defenses, 

French S. S. 10 guided anti. 
tank missiles and the American 
106-millimeter recoilless guns 
have greatly reinforced have 
given anti-tank defenses a new 
mobility. 


THE SS. 10 anti-tank missile 
can knock out any tank up toa 
distance of 1,550 metres, and the 
106-m.m. gun is lethal against 
a moving tank 1,200 metres 
away. These weapons supple. 
ment the tank — long considered 
also the most efficient anti-tank 
weapon — the conventional guns 
and the much shorter-range ba. 
zooka and anti-tank projectiles 
in use with the Israel Army. 


THE S.S. 10, which carries a 
hollow charge head, penetrates 
up to 450 mm. of steel, enough 
to put any tank of today out of 
action: the Stalin 3 used by the 
UAR has 200 mm. of armour. 

Israel artillery officers claim 
that their gunners can score di. 
rect hits with two out of three 
with the guided missiles against 
tanks under simulated battle con.

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South African Jews Answer Critics Abroad 


JOHANNESBURG (P.- Oo) — 


South African Jewish leaders 
were pecoming increasingly bit 
ter about “unfair” criticisrg from 
Jews abroad. 


Several members of the Board 
of Deputies of South African 
Jews denounced editorial attacks 
jn overseas Jewish newspapers 
on the lack of courage of the 
official community on the deli 
cate apartheid question. The 
South African Jewish leaders 
ggain insisted that the commu- 
nity was “correct” in declining 
to take a formal stand. The board 
contends apartheid is an issue 
which individual Jews have every 
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right to express an opinion but 
that no organization of South 
African Jews can speak on the 
question. 

& 

Stung by criticism from Jews 
abroad, the South African Jew 
ish Times published an editoria) 
on race relations in South Africa 
under the heading, “Breaking 
Our Silence.” 

The paper said, in part, that 
“it is simple enough for people 
7,000 miles away to proclaim 
a policy of full equality between 
White and Africans, but, in ef. 
fect, this means calling for a 
social revolution — more so, in 
fact. For to accede here would 
be to make of the White man 
an oppressed minority.” 

Speaking for itself alone, the 
Jewish Times said that “as with 
every other section of the nation, 
there are Jews who support the 





status quo on the color question, 
others who would welcome re- 
forms, and stil] others who fa 
vor a more extreme approach, 
whether to the Left or Right. 

“In these circumstances,” the 
paper adds, “when so many wild 
charges are being bandied about, 
we felt we cannot let the critic. 
ism from the overseas Jewish 
Press go by default .. .” 


THE SOUTH African Jewish 
Times, says the editorial, is re 
garded as an “important mouth. 
piece” of the Jewish community, 
“and our caution was dictated 
sy the fact that we did not wisn 
to implicate the community by 
taking a definite political stand. 
But we had to break our silence 
when a number of Jewish jour- 
nals and institutions abroad be- 
gan criticising us for not taking 
a more positive attitude to the 
political crisis.

Honor Student 
Rejects Award 
Over Bias 


NEW YORK (P-O)—The top- 
ranking senior in the Rutgers 
School of Business Administra- 
tion has rejected an academic 
award from a fraternity because, 
he charged, the school’s chapter 
practiced religious discrimina- 
tion. 

The student, Richard F, Lert, 
21 years old, Newark, received 
the Delta Sigma’ Pi scholarship 
key for the highest standing in 
the business administration pro- 
gram. He returned the key to 
Dean George R. Esterly, saying 
the fraternity’s chapter at Rut- 
gers had practiced “religious ex- 


clusion” while he was on the 
campus. 
William Vichiconti, president 


of the chapter, denied that dis- 
crimination was practiced and 
said the group’s constitution 
contained no religious stipula- 
tion. But he said he did not “be- 
lieve” there were any Jewish 
students among its 30 members 
at Rutgers. 

The Dean of Students, Edwin 
M. Durand, said that an ex- 
amination of the _ fraternity’s 
constitution had convinced him 
that no religious bars were in- 
cluded. He said that the faculty 
did not interfere in its selection 
of members.

Everything that we possessed 
had been taken away, and now 
we shouldn’t even have a piece of 
bread left.

And 
only then did I really begin to 
cry. They had taken our father, 
and all we had, and only now 
did I feel a great longing for 
my dad. 

I sobbed very loudly when they 
were near us and called: “Daddy, 
daddy, where are you, let me see 
you once more!” And I did see 
him weeping in the last wagon, 
and I looked and looked until 
he disappeared round the corner, 
and only then did I burst into un- 
controllable crying, and I realized 
how much I loved nim and how 
much he loved me. 

MAY 29. We got a postcard 
from dad and another from my 
uncle from Kielce. Dad had noth 
ing interesting to say, only that 
he is hoping to come home soon. 
Uncle also had nothing special 
to say. 

When the Kielce Germans went 
away eight of the Bieliny ones 
stayed behind. One German was 
passing by a courtyard and he 
noticed a Jewish woman running 
away; he told her to stop at 
once, but she didn’t obey him 
and went on running. As she did 
not want to stop, he fired a shot 
at her and hit her with the first 
bullet, then he gave an order to 
bury her in the same place where 
all the others were who were 
shot before. Such a terrible end, 
to be shot for no reason. While 
she was lying there in the yard 
—and she left six children — 
they were not allowed to go near 
hey, and when any of them 
started to cry he beat them. 

June 1. In the morning two 
Jewish women went out of town 
to go to a village, it was a 





mother and her daughter. It wag 
their bad luck that Germans wera 
on their way from Budki to co}. 
lect some potatoes from Bodzen. 
tyn and they met those two Jew. 
ish women. When they saw the 
Germans they started running 
away, but the Germans caught 
up with them and got them. They 
wanted to shoot them at once 
in the village, but the village 
head wouldn’t have it and they 
took them outside and shot them 
by the forest. The Jewish police 
came at once to take them away 
and bury them in a cemetery. 
When the cart returned it was 
covered with blood. 
+ 

At this point young David's 
Diary came to an end. 

In addition to it being a true 
record of German crimes in Po- 
land and the sufferings of the 
Jews seen and experienced by a 
13-year-old child, David's Diary 
is also and will remain for ever 
a terrible indictment against the 
Nazis. And as if to seal this ter. 
rible record of barbarities, the 
last word in the diary is “blood” 
—a reminder of the rivers of 
blood of more than a million Jew 
ish children killed in Poland by 
the Nazis. 

WHAT became of little David 
after he wrote this last sentence 
in the rough exercise book issued 
to him when he was still a pupil 
in the school of the local Polish 
village which he loved so dearly? 
No one knows exactly. Some of 
his Christian former school. 
mates, as well as a neighbor of 
his parents, have since written 
to say that on that day David 
and his whole family were de. 
ported to a death camp. 

IT IS known for certain that 
in the summer of 1942 the Jew- 
ish population of Bodzentyn, the 
village to which David and his 
parents had been removed by an 
earlier order of the German po- 
lice, was rounded up and the 
whole population forced to march 
some 25 miles to a railway sta- 
tion at Suchevniow. 

From there they were dis 
patched by cattle trucks to Skar- 
zysko and are believed to have 


been gassed at Maidenek, the 
London Jewish Chronicle re. 
ported.

MOTHER DESTROYS CHILD 


} THE MISTAKE Nahum Goldmann and others are 
making in analyzing the American Jewish community is 
responsible for their refusal to recognize that Zionism no 
longer is a separate movement but has become incorporated 
into the program and policy of American Jewry. 

Nahum Goldmann hopes to revive Zionism by bringing 
into it non-Zionist organizations. But Nahum Goldmann 
knows very little about the American Jewish community, 
and he is unaware that there is no Zionist movement 
worthy of the name outside of a few large Jewish centers 
and even there it loses out because other bodies do Zionist 
work better. 

IN CITIES like Indianapolis, where once there was a 
thriving Zionist organization which provided the Zionist 
Organization of America with its president, only a handful 
of stalwarts keep the body alive. In Louisville, there hasn’t 
been an active General Zionist body in years, and only a 
handful of labor Zionists. The same is true, even more so, 
of Cincinnati or Dayton, or Denver and hundreds of other 
communities, where everyone is a Zionist and there is no 
real work for a Zionist organization. 

When the Jewish state was established, the Zionist 
movement was unable to tolerate this victory for which it 
had fought for 50 years. It would be difficult to blame the 
leadership for not understanding that the fruition of the 
Zionist dream meant the disintegration of the organization. 

Even today this leadership has failed to understand 
that only the development of a steady stream of aliya from 
the west to Israel could have put off this inevitable day 
of doom. 

THIS FAULTY understanding of events and the fail- 
ure to move with the times, has led the Zionist leadership 
to destroy its good will in Israel and the same is true for 
the U. S. Zionism in the diaspora could stand defeat, but it 
is unable to withstand victory. As a result it fears to permit 
the U. S. Jewish community to control the funds it raises 
for Zionist work in Israel—thus the stacking of the new 
American Jewish Agency, Inc., with known _pro- 
Zionists. Thus the futile efforts to win adherance to the 
World Zionist Organization of non-Zionist bodies. 

Zionism is still fighting when it long ago won the 
battle. There are many pressing tasks on the American 
Jewish scene, but one of these is not Zionism. There is 
work for the Zionists in the U. S. as a constituent body 
of the American Jewish community, but no more. This 
the Zionist leadership refuses to accept; it still wants to 
control American Jewry, and is like a mother that can’t 
permit its child to live its own life and thus destroys 
the child. 


IKE WON’T STAND FOR IT 


WE HAVE AN idea that the news that Burning Tree 
Club, where President Eisenhower plays his golf when 
in Washington, bars Jews (P-O, May 27) might find the 
President changing his golf course shortly or the club 
changing its admission policies. 

If there is anything about Eisenhower which is as 
plain as day, it is his straightforwardness and his penchant 
for fairness.

OVER THE PAST few months, we finally 
got to read another book, and this time fit- 
tingly, it was Herzl’s Diaries, a more complete 
version than heretofore has been published, 
these edited by Marvin Lowenthal. 

This should .be “must” reading for every 
Jew. 

For certain Jews, as for instance those in 
the American Council for Judaism, this would 
be an eye opener. But for the ordinary Zionist, 
the book would be a revelation too. Then you 
come to the Jewish leadership of the U. S., 
those who help raise its funds and guide the 
destinies of our Jewish organizations and com- 
munities, and reading this book would give 
them a sense of how sublime’ man could be 
and how childish is their own fighting with 
other organizations for publicity, for credit 
and for status. 


HERZL’S IFE IS, of course, a tragedy. 

He was a man with a crazy idea who pro- 
ceded to spend all of his money and to sacri- 
fice his career as a top journalist and a play- 
right (one of his plays was produced in New 
York) and finally his life for a movement and 
a word he coined—Zionism. 

He died at 44. 

But at 40 and 41 he was talking to the 
Kaiser, to Plehve, the outrageous anti-Semitic 
prime minister of Russia, to the Sultan, to 
Chamberlain, the English prime minister, to 
the Pope and to the King of Italy. 

All this time he had no money but he was 
talking in terms of millions of pounds to the 
Sultan and his cohorts, and the crowned heads 
of Europe. 


AS WE FOLLOWED the intimate thoughts 
of Herzl and his peregrinations from capital 
to capital as described in the diaries, that 
which interested us most was the comparison 
which we found inevitable between the Jewish 
leadership of Herzl’s day and the Jewish leader- 
ship as we've known it in the past 25 years, 
The difference was negligible, and Herzl got 
nowhere with them because they feared loss 
of their positions with the non-Jews. 

Only the masses came to Herzl’s support, 
and although he marvelled at this, he had a 
ecrtain aristocratic attitude towards them 
which showed in his diaries, and which makes 
a modern reader somewhat uncomfortable. 

HERZL FORMED the World Zionist Or- 
ganization only after he had threatened to do 
so to the rich Jews, the bankers and others, 
who denied him support. In other words, Herzl 
did not form the mass movement as a aoe

Another aspect which struck us forcefully 
was the anti-Semitism of the day when Jews 
were despised, when they controlled the bank. 
ing in Europe, and since this was before the 
rise of U. S. industry, for all intents and pur. 
poses, of the western world. They were 
despised and they were safe almost nowhere, 

Herzl never analyzes it, but every time he 
reported on the reaction of the crowned heads 
he maneuvered his way into seeing they agreed 
wholeheartedly that Jews of Europe were a 
downtrodden people, but also a despicable 
people, and the surplus should be drained off 
into some place like Palestine, 

FINALLY WHEN Herzl’s Zionist Organ- 
ization became recognized as a formidable 
movement, the rich Jews were not so unap- 
proachable. But by then Herzl’s heart was be. 
ginning to give out. His doctors had warned 
him about his heart, but Herzl plunged into 
the work of Zionism relentlessly and was off 
almost anywhere to achieve his goal. You can 
read and only marvel as you learn of the fa- 
tigue of this young man just turned 40, who 
had only a few more years to live, but pressed 
on across the map of Europe, as if he were 
living in the day of airplanes. 

You also see the development of a man 
of true stature, and you follow his ordeals 
through the fires of disappointment and dis- 
couragement, watching as true greatness is 
forged on the anvil of life. 

Herzl was the kind of straightforward Jew 
you find today in Israel—not much like the 
disapora Jewish leader. This kind of person- 
ality was evidently a novelty in his day. 

WE HAVEN’T TOUCHED on what you 
already know about Herzl, because most of 
that is unreliable hearsay. Herzl was not the 
reporter from Vienna who while covering the 
Dreyfus trials became involved in the plight 
of the Jewish people. Herzl had strong Jewish 
attachments, a good Jewish upbringing of the 
liberal type, but a heart for his people, which 
would not allow him to rest until eight years 
later when that heart gave its final weak beat 
at the age of 44. 

We hope many of you will be moved now 
to read the fascinating diaries. You'll be 
thrilled. If you’re a Jewish leader, it’ll make 
you humble; if you’re just an affiliated Jew 
going to services at the high holidays, it'll 
make you wonder at your good fortune and 
your freedom; if you’re an unaffiliated Jew, 
then you’ll get the most out of the diaries and 
we won't tell you why at this point.

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PORTRAIT OF HISTORY’S CRUELEST BUTCHE

“Ill jump into my grave 
laughing, because the fact that 
I have six million lives on my 
conscience gives me _ extraor- 
dinary satisfaction.” 


Thus Adolf Eichmann summed 
up his career as Heinrich Himm 
ler’s personally selected hench. 
man in charge of the implemen. 
tation of “the final solution to 
the Jewish problem” before he 
vanished from sight 15 years ago, 

When Eichmann reportedly 
made the statement to an aide 
in 1944, he already knew that he 
would never assume the office 
which Hitler was holding in store 
for him, as soon as the United 
Nations were defeated: World 
Commissar for Jews. 

AT THAT time, the interior 
of Germany had already been 
turned into an inferno by the 
Western Allies, and the Red 
Army was approaching the gates 
of Auschwitz, from where, th> 
inmates were reminded from time 
to time, after one of them had 
unsuccessfully attempted to es 
cape, “You do not walk out. You 
ieave Auschwitz only through the 
smoke stack.” 

EICHMANN was worried. Now 
always surrounded by body 
guards, carrying — as all Nazi 
dignitaries were expected to — a 
supply of poison for the grand 
finale, Adolf Eichmann moved 
from place to place, counting the 





toll of his accomplishments, seek 
ing just one more gambit to exe- 
cute before the gotterdammer- 
ung. 

In April, 1945, Eichmann 
turned up at Terezin (Theresien 
stadt), where a “model ghetto’ 
had been set up. Here inmates 
lived “normal” lives, in family 
units, to be displayed to investi 
gators as proof that reports of 
German-sponsored slave labor ana 
death camps were nothing more 
than “Jewish atrocity propagan 
da.” 

HERE Eichmann had brought 
Jews who had been working in 
German heavy industries 
throughout Europe, to be gassed 
together with original inmates 
of the ghetto. 

The Russian advance thwarted 
this plan, however, and Eich- 
mann vanished into mythdom — 
until his reappearance yesterday 
as the first arch-enemy of Jewry 
in history to be brought before 
the bar of Jewish justice, as 
Meir Argov put it in the Knesset. 

THE LITTLE personal details 
the “human interest” aspects, of 
Adolf Eichmann’s life are lack 
ing; he shunned publicity. It is 
known that he was born in Solin. 
gen, Westphalia, German, on 
March 19, 1906, and that the fam 
iiy moved to Linz, Austria, when 
he was a child. 

He is known to have finished 
school in Linz and to have studied 
for two yedrs at the local Tech 
nical College. Then he was re 


at a Protestant institute. He was 
manager of the Linz Electric 
Company and then went to work 
for the Vacuum Oil Company 
Soon after joining the Nazi Party 
in 1932, Eichmann was fired by 
Vacuum for his political activity, 
and he went to Germany. After 
receiving training in the Ger- 
man Army, he joined the SS 
and was assigned to Austria. 

WHEN, AFTER the murder of 
Dolfuss in 1934 and the failure 
of the attempted Nazi putsch in 
Austria, the Austrian Nazis had 
to go underground, Eichmann 
was transferred to Berlin head 
quarters. There he was assigned 
to the Middle East Department 
of the Nazi Party’s intelligence 
service. He was posted to the 
Jewish Affairs Section, where he 
received his “Jewish education”: 
Yiddish language, a smattering 
of Hebrew, Zionism, Jewish his 
tory, ete. 

In September, 1937, he visited 
Palestine (where there was con- 
siderable pro-Nazi sympathy in 
the German Templar colonies), 
but had to leave within 48 hours 
by order of the authorities. 

GERMANY did not know in 
1938 how drastic a “solution of 
the Jewish problem” the world 
would accept. There had been 
some protest against the burning 
of synagogues, the denial of civil 
liberties and the forced labor 
camps. But Eichmann had a sug 
gestion which seemed “reason 
able”: the establishment of a Cen- 
tral Office for Jewish Immigra

In 1940, after the 
conquest of France, Eichmann 
suggested to Hitler that they 
be resettled on the island of 
Madagascar. But when the war 
with Russia broke out, this plan 
had to be abandoned for the 
camp idea. 

Following the anschluss witn 
Austria, Eichmann had been 
given the job of “resettling” 
Viennese Jewry. In 1939, he “re. 
settled” the Jews of Prague. 
(The Germans never “deported” 
Jews; the term they used, as 
they cleared area after area of 
its Jewish population, was “re. 
settlement action.”) 


NOW, IN the Gestapo’s Depart- 
ment for Jewish Affairs (the 
notorious Section IVb), Eich 
mann found hi. metier: from 
country to country he roved, 
from city to city, efficiently 
meticulously organizing the “re 
settlement” of Jews in Poland’s 
death .camps. 

And always there to remind 
him of his mission, after they 
met in Berlin in 1942, was Haj 
Amin el Husseini, the Mufti of 
Jerusalem. 

It was Eichmann, incidentally, 
who recommended to the Ausch 
witz Commandant, Rudolph 
Hoess, that poison gas was the 
most expedient way of disposing 
of his camplings, 

The high point in Eichmann’s 
career was an event around 
which the Kastner trail centered. 
This was the deportation, during 
just a few weeks in the summer 
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of 1944, of nearly half a Million 
Hungarian Jews to Germany 
Poland. ie 


GERMANY was doomed, 
Eichmann was determined to con, 
tinue to the end, “solving” 4 
Jewish problem. At this time, 
Eichmann had his m aCabre 
“joke”: through the late Israel 
Kastner, then head of Hungariay 
Jewry, and one of Kastner’s Col. 
leagues, Joel Brand, Eichmang 
offered to sell one million Hyp, 
garian Jews at $2 each, ten thoy. 
sand trucks and a thousand tong 
of tea or coffee and soap, 

The “offer” was never finally 
accepted or rejected, but while it 
was being pondered, the half a 
million Hungarian Jews already 
deported, perished.
